THE LEFT FRONT — Using No. 12 Needles, cast on 39 
[B— 43] [C— 47] stitches. 

1st row.— K.25 (B— K.29] [C— K.33), {P.2, K.1 t.b.l.) 
four times, P.2. 

2nd row. — ^P.3. (K.2, P.1) three times. K.2. purl to I 
last at., K.1 . I 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows five times. 

Using No. 10 Needles, rep. 1st and 2nd rows until 
work measures 7 [B — 7}] [C — 9] ins. (1 inch allowed 
for hem) from commencement, finishing so that right 
side of work will be facing when working next row. 
Shape raglan as follows; 

1st row. — Cast off 6 sts., patt. to end of row. 

2nd row. — Patt. to last st., K.1. 

3rd row. — K.1, slip 1, K.1, p.s.s.o., patt. to end of row. 
Dec. once at armhole edge (as before) in every alt. 
row until 18 [B — 19] [C — 20] sts. remain. 

Shape neck by casting off 8 [B — 9] [C — 10] sts. at 
beg. of next row. 

Dec. once at armhole edge (as before) in next row 
and every alt. row four times, whilst at same time 
dec. once at neck edge In next row and every alt. 
row twice. (2 sts.) . ' 



Next row. — P.1, K.1, turn, K.2 tog. Fasten off. 

THE RIGHT FRONT— Using No. 12 Needles, cast on 
39 (B — 43] [C— 47] stitches. 

1st row. — (P.2, K.1 t.b.l.) four times. P.2, knit to end 
of row. 

2nd row.— K.1, P.24 [B— P.28] [C— P.32), (K.2, P.1) 
four times. P.2. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows five times. 

Using No. 10 Needles, rep. 1st and 2nd rows until 
work measures 7 (B — 7}] [C — 9] ins. (1 Inch allowed 
for hem) from commencement, finishing so that wrong 
side of work will be facing when working next row. 
Shape raglan ea follows: 

1st row. — Cast off 6 sts., patt. to end of row. 

2nd row. — Patt. to last 3 sts., K.2 tog., K.1. 

3rd row. — K.1, patt. to end of row. 

Complete to correspond with other side, working 
shapings at opposite ends of needle. 

THE BACK— Using No. 12 Needles, cast on 78 
[B— 86] [C— 94] stitches. 

1st row. — Knit. 

2nd row. — K.1, puri to last st.. K.1. 

Rep. let and 2nd rows five times. 

Using No. 10 Needles, rep. 1st and 2nd rows until 
work measures 7 [B — 7}] [C — 9} Ins. (1 inch allowed 
for hem) from commencement, finishing with a purl row. 
Shape raglan as follows; 

1st and 2nd rows. — Cast off 6 sts., work to end of row. 
3rd row. — K.1, slip 1, K.1, p.s.s.o., knit to last 3 sts.. 
K.2 tog., K.1. 

4th row. — K.1. purl to last st., K.1 

Rep 3rd and 4th rows until 26 [B — 28] [C — 30] sts 

remain. 

Next row. — K.1, P.2 tog., purl to last 3 sts., 
P.2 tog. t.b.l., K.1. Cast off. 

THE SLEEVES — Using No. 12 Needles, cast on 34 
(B — 36) (C — 38] stitches. 

fsl row. — Knit. 2nd row. — K.1, purl to last st.. K.1. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows five times. 

Using No. 10 Needles, continue In plain smooth 
fabric, inc. once at each end of needle in next and 
every following 4th row until there are 56 [B — 60] 
[C — sts. on needle. 

Continue without shaping until side edge measures 7] 
[B — 8}] (C — 10] ins. (1 inch allowed for hem) from 
commencement, finishing with a purl row. 

Shape top as follows: 

1st and 2nd rows. — Cast off 6 sts., work to end of row. 
3rd row. — K.1. slip 1, K.1, p.s.s.o.. knit to last 3 sts., 
K.2 tog., K.1. 

4th row. — K.1, purl to last st., K.1 
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Rep. 3rd and 4th rows until 8 [B — 10] (C — 12] sts. 
remain. 

Continue dec. (as before) in every following 4th row 
once [B — twice] [C — three times]. (6 sts.) 

Next row. — K.1, purl to last si.. K.1. Cast off. 

Work another Sleeve in same manner. 

THE HOOD— Using No. 12 Needles, cast on 38 
(B — 44] (C — 50] stitches. 

1st row. — P.2, • K.1 t.b.l.. P.2, rep. from * to end of 
row. 

2nd row. — P.3, * K.2, P.1, rep. from * to last 2 sts., P.2. 
Rep. 1st and 2nd rows four times. 

Using No. 10 Needles, proceed as follows: 

1st row. — Knit to last 14 sts.. (P.2, K.1 t.b.l.) four 
times, P.2. 

2nd row. — P.3. (K.2, P.1) three times, K.2. purl to 
last St.. K.1 . 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows three times. 

** 9th row. — K.5, ’‘Increase’', patt. to end of row. 
Work 7 rows without shaping. ** 

Rep. from ** to ** five times. 

(44 (B— SO] [C— 56] sts.) 

Work 28 [B— 34] (0—36) rows in patt. without 
shaping. 



••'Next row.— K.4. slip 1. K.1. p.s.s.o., patt. to end 
of row. 

Work 7 rows without shaping. •*' 

Rep. from •" to •" five times. 

(38 [B— 44] [C— 50] sts.) 

Using No. 12 Needles, proceed as follows: 

1st row. — P.2. • K.1 t.b.l.. P.2, rep. from ' to end of 
row. 

2nd row. — P.3. * K.2, P.1 , rep. from ' to last 2 sts., P.2. 
Rep. 1 st and 2nd rows four times. Cast off. 

TO MAKE UP — With a slightly damp cloth and warm 
iron, press lightly. Using a flat seam throughout, sew 
sleeves to fronts and back, noting that tops of 
sleeves form part of neckline. Sew up side and 
sleeve seams. Fold hood in half, wrong sides together 
and sew up back seam, then sew hood to neckline, 
matching patt. panel. Fold up 12 rows at lower edge 
of jacket and sleeves and sllp-stitch In position on 
wrong side. Sew zip fastener in position. Sew button 
on left front at neck, then make a buttonloop on 
right front to correspond with button. Using con- 
trasting colour, embroider Knitting Stitch motif on 
each front as illustrated. (See chart on page 4 and 
Knitting Stitch charts on page 18.) Finally, press all 
seams.

Using No. 10 Needles, proceed as follows: 

1st row. — Knit. 

2nd row. — K.1, purl to last st., K.1. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows twice. ** 

Proceed as follows: 

1st row. — (K.1, P.1) seven times. K.17, * P.1, K.1, rep. 
from * to end of row. 

2nd row. — Moss Stitch to last 31 sts., P.17, (P.1, K.1) 
seven times. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows once. 

5th row.— K. 11, P.1, K.1. P.1, K.17. P.1, K.1. P.1. K.37 
(B— K.49] [C— K.61]. 

6th row.— K.1. P.36 [B— P.48] [C— P.60], P.1. K.1. 
P.19. K.1. P.11, K.1. 

Rep. 5th and 6th rows eight times. 

23rd row. — K.11, (P.1, K.1) twelve times, knit to end 
of row. 

24th row. — K.1, purl to last 34 sis.. {P.1, K.1) eleven 
times, P.11, K.1. 

Rep. 23rd and 24th rows once.

Dec. once at armhole edge only in every alt. row 
until 2 sts. remain. 

Next row. — P.2, turn, K.2 tog. Fasten off. 

Join in yarn at neck edge and work on remaining sts 
to correspond with other aide. 

THE BACK — Work as given for Front to **. 

Work 4 rows in Moss Stitch. 

Continue in plain smooth fabric until work measures 
5j [B — 6]] (C — 8j] ins. from commencement, finishing 
with a purl row. 

Shape raglan by casting off 3 [B — 5] (C — 5] sts. at 
beg. of next 2 rows. 

(Size C only. — Dec. once at each end of needle In 
every row until 73 sts. remain.] 

All Sizes. — Dec. once at each end of needle in next 
and every alt. row until 55 [B — 57] [C — 57] sts. 

' remain, hnishing with a purl row. 

Divide for back opening as follows: 

1st row.— K.2 tog., K.24 [B— K.25] [C— K.25]. 

(P.1, K.1) twice, turn. 

2nd row. — (K.1, P.1) twice, K.1, purl to end of row. 
Continue on these 29 [B — 30] [C — 30] sts. keeping 
I 5 sts. in Moss Stitch at centre back. dec. once at 
I armhole edge in next and every alt. row until 25 
[B — 26] [C — 26] sts. remain. 

Work 1 row without shaping. 

Next row. — K.2 tog., knit to last 4 sts., P.1, y.r.n., 

' P.2 tog. (for buttonhole). K.1. 

I Continue dec. in every alt. row until 15 [B — 16] 
(C — 16] sts. remain, whilst at same time working a 
I buttonhole (as before) in following 12th row. 





Sizes A and B only — 

Next row. — (K.1. P,1) twice. K.1, purl to last 2 sts., 
P.2 tog. 

[Size C only— Next row.— (K.1, P.1) twice, K.1, purl to 
end of row,] 

All Sizes. — Break off yarn. 

Leave these sts. on a stitch holder. 

Join in yarn at centre back, cast on 5 sts. for under- 
lap, then work to correspond with other side, omitting 
buttonholes. 

THE SLEEVES — Using No. 12 Needles, cast on 33 
[B — 35) [C — 39) stitches. 

1st row. — * K.1, P.1, rep. from * to last st.. K.1. 
Rep. 1st row nine times. 

Using No. 10 Needles, proceed as follows: 

1st row. — Knit. 2nd row. — K.1, purl to last st.. K.1. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows once. 

5th row. — Inc. once in first st.. knit to last st.. ino. 
once in last st. 

6th row. — As 2nd row. 

Work 4 rows In Moss Stitch. 

Continue in plain smooth fabric, inc. once at each 
end of needle In next [B— next] [C— 3rd) row and 
every following 6th [B — 6th] [C— 8th] row until there 
are 41 [B— ^9) [C— 61) sts, on needle, Sizes A and 
B only — then in every following 4th row until there 
are 53 [B — 57) sts. on needle. 

Continue without shaping until side edge measures 6 
{B — 7j] [C — 10) Ins. from commencement, finishing 
with a purl row. 



Shape top by casting off 3 [B — 5) (C— 5] sts. at beg. 
of next 2 rows. 

[Sizes B and C only. — Dec. once at each end of 
needle In next and every following 4th row until 
[B — 39] [C— 41) sts. remain. 

Work 1 row without shaping.) 

All Sizes. — Dec. once at each end of needle In next 
and every alt. row until 7 sts. remain, finishing with a 
purl row. Cast off. 

Work another Sleeve In same manner. 

THE NECKBAND — Using a fine back-stitch seam, sew 
sleeves to front and back, noting that tops of sleeves 
form part of neckline. With right side of work facing 
and using No. 12 Needles. (K.1, P.1) twice, K.10 
[B — K.11) [C — K.12) across left back stitch holder, 
knit up 41 (6 — 43) (C— 45] sts. evenly around neck 
to right back stitch holder. K.10 [B— K,11) (C— K,12], 
(P.1. K.1) twice across stitch holder. 

(69 [B— 73] (C— 77) sts.) 

1st row. — * K.1. P.1. rep. from * to last st., K.1. 
Rep. 1st row nineteen times, working a buttonhole 
(as before) in 4th and 16th rowa. 

Cast off loosely in Moss Stitch. 

TO MAKE UP — With a slightly damp cloth and warm 
iron, press lightly. Using a flat seam throughout, sew 
up side and sleeve seams. Sew underlap in position. 
Fold neckband in half and slip-stitch in position on 
wrong side. Oversew lightly around buttonhole In 
neckband. Sew on buttons to correspond with but- 
tonholes. Using contrasting colours, embroider 
Knitting Stitch motif in section left for motif as Illus- 
trated. (See chart on page 6 and Knitting Stitch 
diagrams on page 18). Finally, press all seams.

1st row. — • K.2, P.2, rep. from * to end of row. 
Rep. 1st row thirteen times. 

Using No. 10 Needles, proceed as follows: 

1st row. — Knit. 

2nd row. — Purl to last at., K.1. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows until work measures 6 (B — 6]] 
[C— 7] [D — 8] ins. from commencement, finishing with 
a purl row. ** 

Shape raglan as follows: 

1st row.— Cast off 2 [B— 3] (C— 3] [D— 4] sts., knit 
to end of row. 

[Size D only — 2nd row. — Purl to last 3 sts.. 
P.2 tog. t.b.l., K.1. 

3rd row.— K.1. slip 1. K.1. p.s.s.o., knit to end of row. 
Rep. 2nd and 3rd rows once. (36 sts.)] 

All Sizes — Next row. — Purl to last St., K.1. 

Next row. — K.1 , slip 1. K.1 , p.s.s.o.. knit to end of row. 
Dec. once at beg. of needle (as before] In every alt. 
row until 19 [B — 21] [C— 22] [D— 25] sts. remain. 
Shape neck as follows: 

Next row. — Cast off 5 [B — 5] [C — 6] [D — 6] sts., purl 
to last St., K.1. 

Continue dec. once at armhole edge (as before] in 
next and every alt. row, whilst at same time dec. 
once at neck edge In next and every alt. row until 
4 [B — 4] [C — 4] [D — 5] sts. remain. 

Dec. once at armhole edge only (as before) in every 
alt. row until 2 sts. remain. 

Next row. — P.1, K.1. turn, K.2 tog. Fasten off. 
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Small and sweet — miniature versions of a srown-up classic, 
the raglan-sleeved cardigan. High-buttoned at the left, medium- 
buttoned at the right. Style No. 7603. Instructions, above. 





THE RIGHT FRONT — Using No. 12 Needles, cast on 
32 [B— 36] IC-^OJ [D— 44J stitches. 

1st row. — * P,2, K.2, rep. from * to end of row. 
Rep. 1st row thirteen times. 

Using No. 10 Needles, proceed as follows; 

1st row, — Knit. 2nd row. — K.1, purl to end of row. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows until work measures 6 [B — 6i] 
[C— 7] [D — 8) ins. from commencement, finishing with 
a knit row. ** 

Shape raglan as follows: 

1st row. — Cast off 2 [B — 3] IC — 3] (D — 4] sts,. purl 
to end of row. 

[Size D only — 2nd row. — Knit to last 3 sts.. K.2 tog., 
K.1. 

3rd row. — K.1. P.2 tog., purl to end of row. 

Rep. 2nd and 3rd rows once, then 2nd row once. 
(35 sts.) 

7th row. — K.1, purl to end of row.) 

All Sizes — Next row. — Knit to last 3 sts., K.2 tog., K.1. 
Complete to correspond with Left Front, working 
shapings at opposite ends of needle. 

THE BACK — Using No. 12 Needles, cast on 64 
[B— 72) [C— 80] [D— 88] stitches. 

1st row. — K.1. * P.2, K.2, rep. from * to last 3 sts., 
P.2, K.1. 

2nd row. — K.1, * K.2, P.2, rep. from * to last 3 sts.. 
K.3. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows six times. 

Using No. 10 Needles, proceed as follows; 

1st row. — Knit. 

2nd row. — K.1, purl to last st,, K.1. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows until work measures 6 
(8— 6j] [C — 7] [D — 8] ins. from commencement, 
finishing with a purl row. 

Shape raglan as follows; 

1st and 2nd rows.— Cast off 2 (B— 3] [C— 3] (D— 4] 
sts., work to end of row. 

[Size D only — 3rd row. — K.1. slip 1, K.1, p.s.s.o., knit 
to last 3 sts., K.2 tog.. K.1. 

4th row. — K.1, P,2 tog., purl to last 3 sts., 

P.2 tog, t.b.l,, K.1. 

Rep. 3rd and 4th rows twice, then 3rd row once. 
(66 sts.) 

10th row. — K.1, purl to last st. K.1.) 

All Sizes — Next row. — K.1. slip 1. K.1, p.s.s.o., knit to 
last 3 sts., K.2 tog., K.1. 

Dec. once at each end of needle (as before) in every 
alt. row until 24 [B— 26] [C— 28) [D— 28) sts. remain. 
Sizes A, B and C only — Next row. — K.1, P.2 tog., 
purl to last 3 sts.. P.2 tog. t.b.l.. K.1. 

[Size D only — Next row. — K.1, purl to last at., K.I.] 
All Sizes. — Cast off.

Work as given for Right Leg to **. 

Proceed as follows: 

I 1st row. — Knit. 2nd row. — P.11, turn. 

3rd and alt. rows. — Knit to end of row. 

4th row. — P.22, turn. 

Continue in this manner, working 11 sts. more on 
every alt. row until the row ”P.55 [B— P-66], turn" has 
been worked. 

Next row. — As 3rd row. 

Continue In plain smooth fabric until shorter edge of 
work measures 2j (B — 3J] ins. from commencement, 
finishing with a purl row. 

Commence back shaping by inc. once at end of 
needle in next row and every following 6th row twice. 
(81 |B— 91] sts.) 

Work as given from •** to *** for Right Leg. 
Shape front portion of leg as follows: 

1st row. — Inc. once in first st., K.11 [B — K.13], turn. 
2nd and alt. rows. — Purl to end of row. 

3rd row. — Inc. once in first st.. K.10 ]B — K.12], turn 
5lh row. — K.10 (B — K.12], turn. 

7lh row.— K.2 tog., K.7 (B— K.9]. turn. 

9th row. — K.2 tog., K.5 [B — K.7], turn. 

11th row. — K.2 tog., K.3 [B— K.5], turn. 

13th row. — K.2 tog., K.1 (B — K.3], turn. 

[Size B only — 15th row. — K.2 tog., K.1, turn.] 

Both Sizes — 15th (B — 17th] row. — K.2 tog., knit 
across all sts. to last st.. Inc. once in last st. 
Shape for leg as follows: 

1st row.— P.52 [B— P.62], turn. 

2nd row. — Knit to last st., inc. once In last st. 

3rd row.— P.46 (B— P.56], turn. 

4th row. — Knit to end of row. 

I 5th row. — P.39 [B — P.49], turn. 

6th and alt. rows. — Knit to last 2 sts., K.2 tog. 
j 7th row. — P-31 [B — P.41], turn.

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9th row. — P.23 [B — P.33], turn. 

11th row. — P.15 IB — P.25], turn. 

13th row.— P.7 [B— P.17], turn. 

[Size B only — 15th row. — P.9, turn.] 

Both Sizes — 15th [B — 17) row, — Purl across all sts. 
Work as given from to •*** for Right Leg. 

TO MAKE UP — With a slightly damp cloth and warm 
iron, press lightly. Using a flat seam for ribbing and 
patt., and a fine back-stitch seam for remainder of 
seams, sew up front, back and leg seams. Thread 
elastic through holes at waist. Finally, press all 
seams.

TO MAKE UP — Using a flat seam, sew up sleeve 
seams and sew sleeves in position, placing seams to 
centre of underarm shaping. 

THE YOKE — Slip sts. from lengths of yarn on to a 
No. 10 Needle so that right side of work will be 
facing when working 1st row (in this order — left 
front, first sleeve, back, second sleeve). 

Using No. 10 Needle holding right front sts., proceed 
as follows: 

1st row. — K.5 (B — K.6], (K.2 tog., K.3) six times. K.3 
[B — K.2], (K.2 tog., K.3) seventeen (B — nineteen] 
times, K,2 tog,, K,6. (K.2 tog., K.3) six times, K.7 
[B — K.9], (K.2 tog., K.2) nine (S — ten] times. K.6. 
(209 [B— 225] sts.) 

2nd row. — K.5, K.1 t.b.l., * P.1, K.1 t.b.l., rep. from * 
to last 5 sts., K,5 

3rd row. — K.2, y.fwd., K.2 tog. (for buttonhole). K.1, * 
P.1, K.1 t.b.l., rep. from * to last 6 sts., P.1, K.5. 

4th row. — As 2nd row. 

5th row. — K.5, * P.1, K.1 t.b.l., rep. from * to last 
6 sts., P.1, K.5. 

Rep. 4th and 5th rows twice, then 4th row once. 
Using No. 11 Needles, work 22 [B — 32] rows in rib. 
working a buttonhole (as before) In every following 
14th [B — 18th] row from previous buttonhole twice. 
(3 buttonholes in all.) 

Cast off by knitting 2 tog. all across row. 

THE COLLAR — Using No. 11 Needles, cast on 85 
[B — 91] stitches. 

1st row. — Knit. Rep. 1st row five times. 

7th row.— K.5, * P.1, K,1 t.b.l., rep, from * to last 
6 sts., P.1, K.5. 

8th row. — K.5, * K.1 t.b.l., P.1, rep. from * to last 
6 sts.. K.1 t.b.l., K.5. 

Rep. 7lh and 8th rows five times. 

Work 6 rows, cast off 8 sts. at beg. of every row. 
Cast off remaining sts. 



THE COMPLETE MAKE UP— With a slightly damp 
cloth and warm iron, press lightly. Using a flat seam, 
sew collar In position (easing neckline to collar], 
commencing and finishing at centre front. Sew on 
buttons to correspond with buttonholes. Finally, press 
all seams.

[B — 17] [C — 12] (D — 22] sta. remain, then in every 
following 3rd row until 5 sts. remain. 

Continue dec. once at armhole edge only (as before) 
until 2 sts. remain. 

Next row.— P.1, K.1, turn, K.2 tog. Fasten off. 
THE RIGHT FRONT — Work as given for Right Front 
of High Buttoning Cardigan to **, but finishing with 
a purl row. 

Shape front slope and raglan as follows: 

1st row. — K.2 tog., knit to end of row. 

2nd row. — Cast off 2 [B — 3] [C — 3] [D— 4] sts., purl 
to end of row. 

[Size D only — 3rd row.— Knit to last 3 sts., K.2 tog., K.1 . 
4th row. — K.1, P.2 tog., purl to end of row. 

5th row.— K.2 tog., knit to last 3 sts.. K.2 tog., K.1 
6th row. — As 4th row. (34 sts.)] 

All Sizes — Next row. — Knit to last 3 sts., K.2 tog., K.1. 
Next row. — K.1. purl to end of row. 

Complete to correspond with Left Front, working 
shapings at opposite ends of needle. 

THE BACK AND SLEEVES— Work as given for Back 
and Sleeves of High Buttoning Cardigan. 

THE FRONT BAND — Using a flat seam, sew sleeves 
to fronts and back, noting that tops of sleeves form 
part of neckline. 

Using No. 12 Needles, cast on 12 stitches. 

1st row.— K.3. P.2. K.2, P.2, K.3. 

2nd row.— K.l. (P.2, K.2) twice. P.2. K.1. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows once. 

** 5lh row. — K.3, P.2, cast off 2 sts. (for buttonhole), 
P.2, K.3. 

6th row.— K.1, P.2, K.2, cast on 2 sts., K.2, P.2, K.1. 
Rep. 1st and 2nd rows nine [B — ten] [C — eleven] 
[0 — thirteen] times. ** 

Rep. from ** to ** three times. 

Continue in rib until band is long enough (slightly 
stretched) to fit along fronts, across tops of sleeves 
and back of neck. Cast off in rib. 

TO MAKE UP — With a slightly damp cloth and warm 
iron, press lightly. With a flat seam, sew up side and 
sleeve seams. Using a fine back-stitch seam, sew 
front band in position. Sew on buttons to corres- 
pond with buttonholes. Finally, press all seams. 




HOW TO DO KNITTING STITCH 

Knitting Stitch is a stitch worked directly over each 
knitted stitch, with a contrasting colour to represent 
the same knitted stitch as before. 

Each square on the graph represents one stitch. 

Insert needle from back of work, in the centre of any 
stitch and draw through- * Insert needle from right to 
left, underneath the two loops of the same stitch one 



row above, and draw through, then insert needle back 
into original place where needle was first inserted, 
draw underneath the two loops still working from 
right to left, and out into the centre of the next stitch 
(thus completing one knitting stitch), repeat from * 
to end of graph pattern. 

All rows of pattern are worked from right to left, 
then from left to right, till the motif or pattern has 
been completed.

sleeves to fronts and back, noting that tops of 
sleeves form part of neckline. Sew up side and 
sleeve seams. Turn up 2 Ins. at lower edge of coat 
on to wrong side and slip-stitch in position. Fold 
collar and cuffs In halves, right sides facing and 
using a fine back-stitch seam, sew end seams. Turn 
to right side and press. Using a flat seam, join 
loose edges. Using a length of yarn, work a row 
of saddle stitching around collar and cuffs i Inch In 
as Illustrated. Using a flat seam, sew collar in 
position, commencing and finishing 15 sts. in from 
front edges. Place a pin opposite seam, to mark 
half-way round lower edge of sleeves. Using a flat 
seam, sew cuffs to edge of sleeves, commencing and 
finishing at pin. Sew on buttons to correspond with 
buttonholes. Finally, press all seams. 

THE CAP — Using set of four No. 11 Needles, cast 
on 112 (40-36-36) [B— 116 (40-38-38)] (C— 120 

(40-40-40)] stitches. 

1st round. — Knit. 2nd round. — Purl. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rounds twice. 

Size A only— 7th round. — * K.1, inc. once in next at., 
rep. from * to end of round. (168 sts.) 

[Size B only — 7th round. — * (K.1, inc. once In next 
St.) thirteen times, K.3. rep. from * to end of round. 
(168 sts.)] 

[Size C only — 7th round. — * (K.1, inc. once in next 
St.) eight times, K.4, rep. from * to end of round. 
(168 sts.)] 

All Sizes. — Re-divide sts. so that there are 56 sts 
on each needle. 

8th round. — Knit. 

Rep. 8th round thirty-five times. 

Proceed as follows: 

1st round. — * K.2 tog.. K.2. rep. from * to end of 
round. (126 sts.) 

2nd and alt. rounds.— Knit. 

3rd round. — * K.9. K.2 tog.. K.10, rep. from * to end 
of round. (120 sts.) 

5th round. — * K.8, slip 1, K.2 tog., p.s.s.o.. K.9. rep. 
from • to end of round. 

7th round. — * K.7, slip 1. K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., K.8. rep. 
from * to end of round. 

9th round. — * K.6, slip 1. K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., K.7. rep. 
from • to end of round. 

nth round. — * K.5, slip 1, K.2 tog., p.s.s.o.. K.6. rep 
from • to end of round. 

13th round. — * K.4, slip 1, K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., K.5. 
rep. from * to end of round. 

15th round. — * K.3, slip 1. K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., K.4. rep. 
from * to end of round. 

17th round. — * K.2. slip 1, K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., K.3, rep. 
from * to end of round. 

19th round. — * K.1. slip 1, K.2 tog., p.s.s.o.. K.2. rep. 
from * to end of round. 

21st round. — * K.2 tog., rep. from * to end of round. 
(12 sts.) 

22nd round. — Knit. 

Break off yarn, run end through remaining sts., draw 
up and fasten off securely. Cut a circle of card- 
board 8 ins. in diameter and insert this in to cap. 
With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron, press 
lightly. Remove cardboard. 

THE LOOP — Using two No. 11 Needles, cast on 3 
stitches. 

1st row. — Knit. Rep. 1st row fifteen times. Cast off. 
Fold loop in half and slip stitch cast-on and cast-off 
edge to centre of cap.

If more than one size of needle 
Is recommended In the knitting instruc- 
tions, and you have altered your needles 
to correct the tension, corresponding 
alterations must be made to needles 
throughout the instructions. 

CHECK THE DYE-LOTSI 
Always buy enough yarn to complete 
your garment, and be sure it comes from 
the same dye-lot. Slight variations be- 
tween dye-lots are unavoidable. So 
CHECK dye-lot numbers. It pays.
